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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-7, 33-36 and 65, drawn to fluid distribution system comprising a 
first and second valve, classified in class 137, subclass 613. 

II. Claims 8 and 52-61 , drawn to fluid distribution system comprising a fluid 
supply source, a block and a valve formed within the block, classified in 
class 251, subclass 61. 

III. Claims 9-17, 30-32, 43-51, 62, 64 and 66, drawn to fluid distribution block 
comprising a pressurization supply channel, process delivery channel, 
purge channel and a plurality of valves, classified in class 137, subclass 
240. 

IV. Claims 18-24, 37-42, 63 and 67, drawn to fluid distribution system 
comprising a first block and a plurality of valves formed within a second 
block, classified in class 137, subclass 883. 

V. Claims 25-29 and 68, drawn to an integrated flow meter and internal purge 
system comprising a flow meter and shut-off valves, classified in class 73, subclass 
195. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions of Groups l-V are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable 
together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not 
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overlap in scope and are not obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one 
subcombination is separately usable. In the instant case, subcombination II has 
separate utility such as controlling fluid flow through a faucet. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different 
classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
